(Special Telegram to Brainerd Dis­ 
patch from Col. A. A. W hite:) 
Kalispell, Mont.. Nov. 22- Meeting 
called off, no TNT available. A meet­ 
ing of fanners and others interested 
in securing TNT front the govern­ 
ment “which had been called by Col, 
White for Dec. 2, Saturday afternoon, 
at the opera house, has been canceled 
as Senator ll. I,. Myers has satisfied 
the colonel that not any of the ex­ 
plosive is available. 
Reports were current that the gov­ 
ernment had in its possession $50,- 
000,000 
worth 
of 
this 
explosive 
which was to be dumped into the At­ 
lantic ocean and Colonel White wired 
President Wilson and Senator Myers 
and others in Washington that lie 
would pay transportation charges on 
several carloads of TNT. 
The following from Senator Myers 
to Col. White satisfactorily explains 
his inability to furnish the explosive 
as required and Col. White considers 
no blame attached to Senator Myers 
and the war department. 
On the information received, no 
further effort will he made by Col. 
White to secure explosives. 
The fol­ 
lowing telegrams he received from 
Senator Myers are self-ex pinnal ory: 
"Your two telegrams about your 
desire to obtain a supply of blasting 
powder for yourself and fanners of 
Flathead county have been received. 
This morning I ani in receipt of your 
letter of the tenth. 
This is not the 
first attempt I have made to obtain 
from this government blasting pow­ 
der for farmers to be used in clearing 
land. 
A few weeks ago I took up 
the matter with the secretary of the 
Interior in control 
of 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s supply. 
I learned then from 
him that none could he had for pri­ 
vate purposes. 
"To begin with, the report that the 
government has a large amount of 
explosives is erroneous. 
I 
ani 
In­ 
formed the government has compar­ 
atively little and that a1) that is not 
needed by the war department will 
be turned over to the states for road 
work. 
"At that time I was unable to get 
any, nevertheless upon 
receipt 
of 
your first telegram. I took up thu­ 
m aner with the Interior department, 
the War and the Agricultural depart­ 
ments and was unable to get any from 
them. 
I was again informed that 
there was comparatively 
little 
on 
hand and that what the War Depart­ 
ment had not need of would he Used 
for road work, hut that none would 
be donated or sold to private parties 
for any private use. 
"I regret that I nm not able to ac­ 
comodate you and the Flat heat! far­ 
mers, hut these are the furls as I got 
them. 
"I know reports have gone around 
the country that the government has 
thousands of tons of explosives, but 
I nm told by the government officials 
it Is not true. 
I would try to get a 
supply for you and the Flathead far­ 
mers, hut am not able to do so." 
A. A. White is a son of the late 
L. P. White, one of the pioneers of 
Brainerd.
